periences that it has gone through dur- 
ing its history. Published in Musca- 
tine for a few months, its founder, Mr. 
Wim. Crum, recognizing the fact that 
the new capitol of the territory, just es- 
tablished at Iowa City, was a most 


_ promising point for his line of work, 


moved the paper to this place. Iowa 
City, at the close of 1840 and the open- 
ing of 1841, was a mere village of log 
huts, located in the heavy belt of tim- 
ber that covered the blufts and plateaux, 
upon which is now located the Athens 
of Iowa. ‘The settlement of Lowa City 
was regarded, as we learn from pion- 
eers still living, as quite a remarkable 
undertaking. There were no railroads 
within hundreds of miles and the only 
methods of travel were the trains of 
wagons, or the steamboats that came 
down the Ohio and thence up the Mis- 
sissippi to points along the river, that 
are now the flourishing cities of Keo- 
kuk, Burlington, Davenport, ete. Lowa 
City was an ideal town in the minds of 
the members of the legislature that 
assembled at Burlington in 18388 and 
1839. 

Western limits of the territory did 
not then extend beyond a north and 
south line through a point where Des 
Moines is located. Burlington on the 
extreme edge of the territory was one 
of the largest towns, but it was 

only natural that the members of the 
legislature, recognizing the certain 
growth of the new territory should 
seek to have a central location for its 
capitol. Very imperfect maps were in 
existence in those days, but it was not 
difficult for the pioneer legislators to 
indicate a central point in the territory, 
as then bounded, and when a commis- 
sion was appointed by them to locate 
the city of Lowa, or Iowa City, in the 
center of the then territory, the accom- 
| plishment of this instruction led to the 


49) selection of Johnson county and of the

the capitol at Iowa City, but we will 
leave this for the historian. Suilice it 
to say, that when it was located in May 
of 1839 and a few houses were built 
during that winter, and a semblance of 
a town appeared during the spring and 
summer of 1840, it was only natural for 
a young man with the business sagaci- 
ty of Mr. Wm. Crum to decide that 
Iowa City was a much better place for 
his newspaper than Muscatine, a city 
on the eastern edge of the territory, 
and hence he moved here his entire 
newspaper outfit. 

In subsequent pages the history of 
THE REPUBLICAN is Well presented. 
More time at our disposal would have 
made this unique publication more pre- 
sentable, but we have been compelled, 
on account of unavoidable circum- 
stances to prepare this edition with 
much haste. 

To our readers we wish to state that 
this occasion is one of great interest to 
Tie REPUBLICAN. Its preparation 
was an unusual undertaking. All of 
the departments of the oflice have been 
busy this fall with ordinary business, 
so that to publish this edition has re- 
quired a vast amount of extra work, 
involving many hours of night work. 
We do not expect to present a perfect 
work. ‘Ehat would be impossible. 
Many omissions will no doubt be 
found, but, on the whole, we contident- 
ly predict that this Semi-Centennial 
edition will be found most entertaining 
and instructive. 

In another article we refer to the 
matter of taking the census of Lowa 
City and show how the enterprise of 
Tue REPUBLICAN was displayed and 
how the directory of the city came to 
be made a feature of this issue. 

At the outset we hoped to have con- 
tributions from all of the ex-editors of 
the paper who are still living. We are 
pleased to know that we have succeed- 
ed in securing articles from most of 
these gentlemen, in fact, from all of 
them except two, from whom we 
have not yet heard. To our regret 
we must mention the impossibility of 


getting these articles all together.

We are pleased to be able to give 
herewith the official figures of the 
recount of Lowa City as recently taken. 
The figures area slight increase over 
1885, and more than the June enumera- 
tion gaveus. Good for the the recount! 
Iowa City has to day easily over 7,000, 
aside from students and their families, 
but as the recount was taken on 
the basis of the population as it was on 
June Ist, the figures given now do 
not include many families that have 
come in since that date. It will be re- 
membered that THE NEPUBLICAN 
count of the city was 6833 at the close 
of our canvass. Before we had com- 
pleted the task of arranging and count- 
ing the canvassers’ slips, enough per- 
sons were reported as having failed 
to give in all the members of their 
families to make our complete count 
6928. 

Unele Sam’s figures, however, will 
stand as lowa City’s population for the 
next five year. The State census in 
1895 will, we hope, show a large in- 
crease, now that our city has taken on 
renewed activity. Yes, 6877 are better 
figures than 5628, as the first cout 
showed,

TAKING THE CENSUS. 
When the government took the cen- 


sus of Lowa City last June, very little 
interest was manifested by our people, 
as was the case everywhere, in regard 
to getting a complete count. ‘The city 
was divided into two districts, the 
First, Fourth and Fifth wards com- 
prising one district, and the Second and 
Third wards comprising the other. In 
charge of the first district was placed 
Prof. E. HW. Ely, and of the second Mr, 
Il. Hl. Jones. ‘These gentlemen did 
their work under unfavorable circum- 
stances; the time allotted them was 
very short, and great surprise was man- 
ifested over the announcement of -the 
firares this they re ported to Washing- 
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These figures gave us only 5628 peo- 
ple. [very citizen knew that there had 
been a mistake made somewhere. Hon. 
J. W. Rowley, the supervisor of this 
district, sent to the editor of Tui Rr- 
PUBLICAN the total figures given above, 
and knowing that action should be taken 
at once to have arecount, we consulted 
the mayor and other prominent citizens 
as to the proper steps to be taken under 
the circumstances, Mr. Rowley was 
written to at once and asked to verify 
the figures he sent us, and if he found 
them to be correct, as sent in by the 
enumerators, to give us directions as to 
the proper steps to be taken for a re- 
count. Several letters and telegrams 
were sent Mr. Rowley, but as he was 
not at home, it was not until one week 
after the figures were first sent us that 
we heard from him. He answered that 
the figures were exactly those reported | 
to him by the canvassers, and suggested 
that we apply to the department at 
Washington fora recount. Much criti- 
cism was bestowed by a rival local 
paper upon the editor of Tie RePus- 
LICAN on the ground that we had for 
several weeks the figures of the census 
and that by suspressing them we had 
made it doubtful whether a recount 
could be obtained. Knowing that | 
had done our entire duty in the matter, 
so far as the first count was ey 
we took prompt steps by telegraphing 
to Washington and otherwise to get 
the government to give us anew enum- 

eration. A meeting of the cify coun 

cil was called and the government was 
respectfully asked to count our people 
again. Very strong reasons were pre- 
sented why this should be done, and a 
committee consistirg of Mayor Reno, 

City Clerk Ilotz, A, J. Wershire and H. 
S. Fairall was appointed to prepare 
statf{stics showing why a_ recount 
should be had. ‘The committe dis- 
charged its duty and .the documents 
were forwarded to Washington. At 
the meeting of the council some of the 
members urged that arecount would 
be more readily obtained if the council 
should proceed immediately to take a 
census of the city, but no definite 
action was taken in this direction. 
Deeply interested in the subject, Tie 
RieuBLICAN proceeded the following 
day to take acensus of lowa City’s peo- 
ple on its own responsibility and at its 
own expense. This was an enterprise 
probably never before undertaken by 
either a newspaper or a private citizen. 
Five gentlemen of known ability were 
selected to do the work in a most sys- 
tematic manner, ‘These gentlemen 
were Mr, 8S.

We 
heartily thank them for the part they 
have taken in making this movement 
a success. 


Tue REPUBLICAN was in the midst 
of its canvass when Supervisor Rowley 
arrived here in obedience to telegraphic 
instruction growing out of our tele- 
grams and the action of the city coun- 
cil. A special meeting of the council 
was held to meet Mr. Rowley, and he 
was given an ollicial copy of the docu- 
ments sent to Washington, and also a 
resolution of thanks for his promptness 
in the matter. He made a fair state- 
ment to the council in which the editor 
of Tire REPUBLICAN was fully exoner- 
ated from any blame attached to the 
June count. Mr. Rowley was deeply 
impressed with the evidences that a 
mistake had been made in June, and 
while not saying that he would recom- 
mend a recount, it is an open secret 
that he returned home to await *the 
count that was being made by Tire RE- 
PUBLICAN. When this count was 
completed, showing about 6,850 inhabi- 
tants, Mr. Rowley wrote to Washing- 
ton urging a recount, at the same time 
telegraphing the authorities at Wash- 
ington that he had sent his recommen- 
dation by mail. As time was short the 
census department, without waiting to 
receive Mr. Rowley’s letter, wired him 
that they would rely entirely upon his 
recommendation, and that he should 
send it immediately by wire. We have 
the documents to show that this is ¢ 
fact, and as efforts have been made to 
give the credit of the recount to other 
parties it is only fair, from a_ historic 
standpoint, for us to say that while 


other gentlemen, both in Iowa City and 
at Washington, were energetic toward 
getting us a recount, yet the credit for 
it is due to Mr. Rowley and we take 
pleasure in noting the fact. The gov- 
ernment accepted Mr. Nowley’s recom- 
mendation and instructed bim to come 
to Lowa City and employ ten enumer- 
ators for the recount. This Mr. Row- 
ley did, selecting the following gentle- 
men: Tirst ward, E.G. Fracker, Jos. 
Moler; Second ward, Chas. Dutcher, 
W. II. Bailey; Third ward, Jos. Dvorsky, 
rank Spevachek; Fourth ward, Jos. 
Pisha, F. F. Luse; Fifth ward, J. C. 
Stouffer, TT. S. Kitchen. No better se- 
lections could have been made in Lowa 
City, as the result of the work shows. 
More than a week of hard work was re- 
quired to make the recount, which was 
all the more difficult for the reason 
that it was made on the basis of the 
population as it existed in lowa City 
on June Ist last. In striking contrast 
with the interest manifested by our 
people last June was the action of the 
city council and of many citizens in 
seeking to assist the enumerators to get 
a complete recount. The council at a 
special meeting, authorizing the mayor 
to appoint, at the city’s expense, such 
gentlemen as he might designate to 
render all possible assistance to the 
enumerators. The mayor appointed 
Col. Henry Morrow, Mr. F. J. llorack, 
A. J. Hershire, H.S. Fairall. We can 
frankly say that never has there been 
harder work done than was done by 
this committee to assist in getting an 
accnrate oount of ourcity. The result, 
which we give elsewhere, is most grati- 
fying. The figures show that the city 
has not lost population, but that it has 
gained, when we consider, that the 
students are not now counted as a part 
of our population. We give these facts 
in detail, not as a matter of present 
news, but more to make the historic 
features of this publication complete.

THE “REPUBLICAN’S” HISTORY. 

The history ofan age is mirrored in 
the newspapers of that age. Thus the 
progress, advance, and events of a cen- 
tury, generation, or year are all revealed 
inthe press of that period. The daily 
or weekly annals ofa Nation, State, or 
city, as farnished by that never-fai ing 
historian, the newspaper, are preserved 
and hauded down to future generations 
with appropriate comment, showing to 
posterity not only the happenings but 
the sentiment of the people in regard to 
these events, Thus, in after days, the 
reader wholifts up the bound volume 
and eageriy peruses the columns before 
him, delves into the most reliable bis- 
tory, the events of the time of which he 
reads being accurately chronicled and 
the world’s ideas being faithfully repro- 
duced, being given to the reader long 
after the brilliant minds which evolved 
them are no more. Tae newspaper, 
then, is a history of its time, and the 
world should and does desire, in its 
yearning for chronicles of the past, a 
“history of a history.” 

With this thought in mind, we have 
prepared, and append a history of the 
Towa Crry Datty AnD Werkziy Repusttr- 
CAN, fromm the day of its birth, a half 
century ago, to this Year of Our Lord, 
1890. We hope the record of the vicissi- 
tudes of time, the haps and mishaps of 
of fiftv years will prove of interest to 
all. A half century has flown by on the 
swift wings of Father Time, since the 
first issue of TH ReruBLican was given 
to the world. Our paper was, at its 
birth, christened the Iowa Sranparp, 
and its cradle was not in Lowa City, but 
in Muscatine, (then called Bloomington) 
Just fifty years ago, the twentieth 
day of this month, or October 20, 1840, 
Volume [, No.1, of the journal whose 
history we now write, was issued. Wim. 
Crum and W.D Bailey were responsi- 
ble for its entrance upon the arena of 
newspaperdom, THE STANDARD was a 
neat-appearing newspaper, a five column 
folio, and was printed in bourgeois and 
minion type. The publishers declared 
that it was “‘published simultaneously 


in Bloomington and = TJTowa City” 
and generously offered their  jour- 
nal to the world at large for 


$2.50 per. annum, in advance, or 
$3.50 at the expiration of the year, 
They also stated that letters to the 
editor must be post-paid. The editors 
announced their intention of having 
various departments in the paper. Lit- 
erature, poetry, agriculture, mechanical 
arts, would all havea place. ‘They also 
declared “the political complexion of 
the STANDARD will be the advocacy ot 
the whig principles in their most efful- 
gent character.” ‘’hey concluded their 


Salutatory in the following manner: 
| ““wecast ourselves upon the indulgence 
and support of an enlightened public, 
hoping byan upright course of con- 
| duct, and close application to business, 
to secure so much of its patronage as 
shall enable us to procure ‘our daily 
bread, and go on our way rejoicing.” 
The remainder of the initial number 
contained foreign news, with London 
dates to Sept, 1, inclusive; a long essay 
by Cosimo, entitled “Domestic Love,” 
and a single Lowa City advertisement. 
This is“fIlorace Smith; Attorney and 
Counsellor at Law, Iewa City, I. T.” 
The second page has a list of the 
newly-elected members of the Territor- 
ial Legislature. S.C. Hastings repre- 
sented Muscatine and Johnson coun- 
ties in the Council, and T. M. Isett and 
Ilenry Felkner in the House—all Loco 
Focos. 

No.4 came out on Nov. 13, 1840. It 
containe| the message of the Terri- 
tory’s first chief executive, Governor 
Lucas. The “news” was old, as days 
and weeks were required to furnish 
facts trom different pirts of the coun- 
try, Where now only minutes or hours 
are required. — 

The great question of Harrison’s 
eléction was on the tapis, when the 
STANDARD of Nov. 6,13 and 20 came 
out, and in these issues, tne editor was 
only luke warm in regard to the cer- 
tainty of Hlarrison’s election. In the 
issue of Nov. 27, he was “pleased to 
inform the readers that William Henry 
Harrison is elected President of the 
United States, and with as large a 
majority as any President before elect- 
ed” We would gladly follow the 
course of the STANDARD through each 
succeeding month, after the days of 
“Tippecanoe and Tyler, too” and the 
“Jogcabin” and the “coon,” but space 
will not permit. Suflice it to mention 
two new “ad’s’ that appeared in De- 
cember, 1840. These were the ecards of 
Iowa City persons, Sanford W. Hast- 
ings and Charles F. Holley, both attor- 
neys. ‘This seems to indicate that our 
city had no business but law then, or 
that none but lawyers appreciated ad- 
vertising. 

Mr. Bailey retired on April 2, 
On April 20, 1841, the STANDARD was 
removed to Lowa City, being tempor- 
arily suspended. On June 3, 1841, the 
paper was again issued, under the title 
of the lowa CITY STANDARD. It was 
enlarged to six columns in December, 
1842. It then took the motto “princi- 
ples and men,” in contra-distinction to 
the Democratic “princip'es not men.” 
In August, 1842, A. P. Wood, a printer

few weeks, because, 
“great diiliculty was experienced in 
collecting means for its maintenance.” 

In the presidential campaign of 1844, 
TIE STANDARD “whooped it up” for 
Clay and I’reylinghuysen, but the editor 
Was compelled to announce on Nov. 20: 
“we are candidly of the opinion that 
Ifenry Clay is beaten.” On Dee. 26, 1844, 
Mr. Wood bought out Mr. Crum. Mr. 
Bailey has disappeared from history, 
after leaving The SYANDARD. Mr. 
Crum lived in Towa City until his 
death, in the ’70’s. 

Mr. A. P. Wood, atter managing the 
paper alone, for a short time, associated 
with him Mr. Penn Clark. These two 
ran Titik STANDARD until June 17, 1846, 
When Mr. Silas Foster became the 
owner, Mr. Foster secured General K. 
Morris as assistant editor. ‘The year 
1848 found THeSTANDARD pretty near- 
ly stranded, financially, and between 
April and July, of that year, the paper 
was transferred to an entirely new 
management. Itthen suspénaded fora 
short. time and reappeared with 
Ballard as editor, and named THe Re- 
PUBLICAN. It was really the same 
paper and plant, but new life was in- 
fused into its veins. 

In 18538, the late Hon. Rush Clark 
took the editorial management of the 
paper, temporarily. He was young but 
filled the position “thrast upon him,” 
with the greatest grace and ability. 

On June 6, 1856, Tuk RereubLICAN 
entered upon a new era. On that date, 
ire DAILY REPUBLICAN made its first 
appearance. C. W. Hobart was city 
editor. The infant DAtLy lived a year 
and made a lusty noise, kicking right 
heartily, doing right well, financially. 
Our files are bare, and wanting a com- 
plete list, our details must be meagre, 
for the ten years, 1848 to L853. 

After Dr. Ballard, came in 1804 
Hi. W. Lathrop & F. P. Ballard as 
publishers, (with H. W. Lathrop, as 
editor,) who retired in 1856, They were 
followed by John ‘Teesdale who, re- 
moving to Des Moines in the fall of 
1858, the paper was edited by IIL. W. 
Lathrop, till ic was sold by him for Mr. 
Teesdale to Jerome & Duncan, the fol- 
lowing spring. 

Mr. Lathrop, who is new Curator of 
the State Historical Society, proved his 
ability ina marked manner, during his 
reign. iS 

Jerome & Duncan, we lind, controlled 
the paper till 1853, makiny it a 
strong paper. The U., Rh. 1 & P. caine 
to Lowa City in 1855, and that with 
the telegraph line increased the paper’s 
facilities greatly. 

December 9, 1863, Tite RerruBLt- 
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new proprietor being Mr. N. Hz. 
srainerd. Messrs Jerome & Dunean, 
retiring said “the Junior, now 
adjutant for a twelve month and 
upwards, has been from choice anda 
sense of patriot duty, many hundred 
miles away, heroically defending the 
country’s flag, and reacy, if need be, to 
peril life and limb, ina hand to hand 
contlict with armed rebels aud traitors.” 
After Mr. Brainerd took charge, the 
first issue contained among other in- 
teresting things, “Gen. Meigs on the 
Great Victory of Chatanooga,” “ Break- 
ing Ground of the Pacilic Mailroad at 
Omaha,’ an account of the organiza- 
tion of Congress and Schuyler Colfax’s 
election to the Speakership of the 
House. _ 

Mr. Breitigan joined forces with Mr. 
Brainerd 


in Dacember, 18b! and re- 
mained junior partner. until May 4, 
1855. Tue REPUBLICAN “pursued the 


even tenor of its way,” for several years 
after this, nothing important in its 
history occurring. Mr. Brainerd made 
an able and eflicient editor, being an apt 
and forcible writer, In 1870, he dis- 
posed of a half interest to Mr. J. H. C. 
Wilson, who, as a Washington corres- 
pondent, won the laurels he yet grace- 
fully wears. ‘These two published a 
DAILy tor a brief time during the cam- 
paign of "72 and worked together until 
October, 1874. We regret to rehearse a 
painful fact, but during this regime 
“domestic infelicities” arose, threaten- 
ing the very existence of the paper. The 
storm passed away, happily. Capt. 8. D 
Pryce bought Mr. Brainerd’s interest, 
Mr. Brainerd then retired to private 
life and still dwells in onr midst, an 
honored and esteemed citizen. The new 
firm was Pryce & Wilson, remaining 
thus till May, 1876. Locally, the Cap- 
tain “boomed” Tuk Rerusstcan as he 
possessed that charm of winning people’s 
confidence and gaining their aid that he 
displays to this day. Oa the date just 
mentioned Mr. H. 8. Fairall purchased 
Capt. Pryce’s interest and Messrs. Fair- 
all & Wilson started Tire DAILY Rerun: 
LICAN, June 6, 1876 
just twenty years from the starting of 
the first series of the Datiy. Captain 
Pryce’s name still headed the paper, 
however, the new-comer doing the local 
work. September 6, TILE 2EPUBLICAN 
was changed from a morning toan even- 
ing Datny, Mr. Fairall then joined the 
New York Z'ribune statf and his interest 
pas3ed into the hands of W. F. Rodgers 
and W. R. Shields. On October 4, the 
firm name was announced as Wilson, 
Rodyers & Shie!ds. Mr. Wilson was edi- 
tor, Mr. Rodgers, local, and Mr. Shields, 
business manager. ‘This firm held 
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sway until September, 1879, all parties 
being well satisfied. 

Then, after many ups and downs, and 
successes and failures, the RrruBL_ican 
was purchased by the lowa City Pub- 
lishing Company, under which regime it 
has since lived, the only change inname 
being the cancellation of the word"Pub 
lishing,” on January 1, 1890. 

With the advent of the new rule, the 
oppressive little otlice on Clinton street 
was abandoned and the commodious 
quarters we now have on Washington 
street, were obtained, 

The President of the Company was 
CaptS D Pryce. The other members 
were C D Close, WR Shields, IXx-Gov. 
S J Kirkwood, IT! C Carson, D WC 
Clapp, W A Fry, W H Hubbard, H I 
Seeley, W J Haddock, J C Cochran, J © 


Shrader, E G Fracker, J C Stouffer, A!

The Board of Directors had the full 
management of the paper. Welker 
Given, of Des Moines, was editor and 
I. 8. Gilliland, an dlumnus of thes. U. 
L., was }ocal. Wm. Hubbard was made 
business manager. 

In the first part of May, 1880, 
Governor Kirkwood, Captain Pryce, 
J HC Wilson and Wm Hubbard et al 
disposed of their stock to Mr, Fairall. 

The Beard was reorganizec then, 
Geo. W. Marquardt being made presi- 
dent. H.S. Fairall was chosen editor 
and manager, and J. F. Hoover, Super- 
intendent of the mechanical depart- 
ment. 

The Stockholders held an annual 
meeting in January, 1881, electing the 
following oflicers: 

President—Dr. E. I*, Clapp. 

Secretary—KE. E. Brainerd. 

Treasurer—W. KR. Shields. 

Board of Directors—E. F. Clapp, E, 
. Brainerd, J. F. tfoover and UH. 38. 
Fairall, the two last holding their old 
positions. Mr. H. 8. Kneedler, was 
chosen city editor, a position which he 
graced for years, Later on the Cedar 
Rapids Republican and Gazette protited 
by his services and his presence 18 how 
felt on the Ottumwa Courier. At that 
meeting the Bindery, full and complete 
and a recent innovation, had its man- 
ager chosen, This was Mr. Zach See- 
man, who still superintends the bindery 
in a post satisfactory manner. 

The oflicers were re-elected in the 
annual meeting of January, 1882, with 
three exc.ptions. Mer. Cochran suc- 
ceeded Mr. Shields as Treasurer 

Year af.er year has passed by, the 


managinent of the oflice remaining prac- 
tically the same. In 1883 Mr. 
|sold part of his interest to Messrs 
felochen Howard and F. O. Newcomb, 
the former cecapying the editorial 
chair and the latter that of business 
manager. Within a year, Mr. Tairall 
bought these gentlemen out and = re- 
turned to his old position. The diree- 
tory of the company was changed 
slightly, Dr. EK. I’. Clapp being chosen 
president and Mr..W. R. Shields Secre- 
tary.

Cochran as Treasurer, are still olficers. 

With the advent of the new tmanage- 
ment, was inaugurated an era of enter- 
prise and reasonable prosperity for ‘Tiits 
Repusuican. It had weathered many 
‘storms, and after scores of gales and 
_tempests, the staunch journalistic craft

sailed along on comparatively smooth 
seas. - Many improvements were made 
in the various departments of TILE Rr- 
PUBLICAN, all benetitting this paper in 
nosmall measure. The paper was en- 
larged, the old-fashioned hand-press 
was abandoned and _ several thousand 
dollars were invested in fine, new steam 
presses, cylinder presses, and various 
small presses. Oa these ate printed the 
vast abundance of reading matter and 
job work which Tite Kepusrrican turns 
out annually. A steam outfit to drive 
these presses became a necessity and an 
excellent outfit was put in, an indispen- 
sable feature of every well-regulated 
office. In general, the. newspaper and 
job rooms, the type-setting rooms and 
the press rooms were all fully equipped 
with the latest mechanical devices and 
machinery adapted to quick and good 
work, making THE RepuBLicaNn, as a 
whole, complete in all its departments. 

As intimated, this new era of prosper- 
itv caused our paper to engage in many 
which intime became a 
feature of this journal. Special editions 
aud excursions, as the years sped on, 
were indissolubly linked with Tuk Re- 
PUBLICAN’s history, and, to-day, thou 
sands of Iowa Cityans delight to recall 
the historical events in which TILE Re - 
PUBLICAN played so important a part. 
We can only briefly review the import- 
ant points in the history of our paper, 
and will start with

Another enterprise was 
TUE SNOWBOUND EDITION, 

A terrible snow storm, a memorable 
fall of “the beautiful” occurred in 1881, 
and all the railroads were blockaded. 

The C., R. 1. & P. tracks had been 
deserted for tour days, on March 35, 
I88l. when the snow-bound edition of 
Tite RerpUBLICAN made its appearance. 
Ithad eight pages of closely printed 
Inatter, all about the great storm, here, 
there and everywhere. This, the larg- 
est daily that had ever been published 
in Iowa City, was received by our 
snow-bound people with great evi- 
dences of joy and with many words of 
praise for Tits ReEPUBLICAN’S enter- 
prise. 

Another mammoth paper appeared 
on June 22, 1881. This was 

THE COMMENCEMENT EDITION. 

Five thousand copies were struck off 
and they sold like “hot cakes.” There 
was no extra advertising and the sales 
were depended upon to defray expenses. 
Again there were sixteen pages and 
ninety six columns, and the’ orations, 
speeches, etc, were given in full, m2 king 
in al], 16.000 lines or about 100,000 
words—‘he largest amount of solid 
reading matter ever given to the people 
by any Iowa newspaper. 

The year of L881 was fruitfulin Tue 
REPUBLICAN’s list of novelties. On the 
Fourth of July, of that vear, it made 
its appearance inthe great procession 
and display of arts and manufactures 
with 

THE MINIATURE REPUBLICAN. 


The DAILY wasissued right in the 
procession, from a wagon on which was 
mounted an office and press room. 5.000 
DAILIES were printed and were distrib- 
uted free to the eager muititndes. The 
little sheet was ten by thirteen inches 
in dimensions. It Kad four columns to 
the page and had its regular depart- 
ments. This Lilliputian DAtLy, the 
smallest genuine newspaper ever printed 
in Iowa, created a real sensation. 

iG remained, however, for Tur RkE- 
PURLICAN, in 1881, to cap the climax of 
its novelties in the consummation of an 
entirely original and taking idea. This 
was tne celebration of 


TIE FORTY-FIRST ANNIVERSARY, 
on October 23, 1881. Tite REPUBLICAN 


was just 41 years old, and accordingly, (a 
little delayed) it celebrated its birthday 
on November 23, by a grand excursion 
to What Cheer. Tor REPUBLICAN 
chartered a special train of three coaches 
and treated some 200 merchants 
to adelightful ride on the B.C. R. & N. 
to What Cheer. Invitations had been 
limited to the special advertisers in the 
Anniversary Edition, tothe Mayor and 


City Council, the city clergy, the press 
of city and State, and the force of our 
own paper, of course. The business 
men made the largest showing in the 
many columns of advertising, Lowa ever 
saw, A remarkable edition was printed, 
10,000 papers being struck off. Like the 
two big editions we have just described, 
the Anniversary paper was a 16-page, 
6-column journal, and “if we do say it, 
who shouldn’t,” was a very handsome 
paper. The trip was a fine one and the 
inspection of What Cheer’s coal mines 
was thoroughly enjoyed by all, as was 
the time spent at many little burgs on 
the road. 


The treatment of the excursionists at 
What Cheer was royal, indeed. Tha 
address of welconre was given by T. J. 
Palmer, editor of the Patriot. Dr. E. F. 
Clapp, in his inimitable manner, re- 
sponded gracefully. Governor Gear, 
Hon. James F, Wilson, and other prom - 
nent [owans wrote regretfully that they 
could not attend our Birthday Jubilee 
and, with thousands of others, enthusi- 
astically praised the enterprise of TIE 
BEPUBLICAN. 

The next grand enterprise of the 
newspaper whose history our pen is now 
tracing, was the occasion of 

TILE FORTY-SECOND ANNIVERSARY. 

This was another great celebration, 
one more daringly unique idea added _ to 
TiiE REPUBLICAN’s already long list— 
no more or no less than an excursion to 
Des Moines. On December 6, 1882, Tie 
REPUBLICAN again chartered a special 
train and took 700 citizens of the old 
capital to visit the new capital, this time, 
of course, whirling over the C,. R. L & 
P. rails. Mayor Carey bade our people 
welcome and Governor Sherman fol- 
lowed. Once more, with his ready wit 


and pleasing speech, Dr. Clapp won 


plaudits by his respons3. Judge George 
G. Wright, Hon. James Wilson, and 


Hon. S. H. Fairali made iateresting 
speeches and then the day was enjoya- 
bly spent ina hundred different ways, 
although one of the coldest on record, 

Tine REPUBLICAN issued a twenty 
page paper on the day of the excursion 
and thousands of these immense news- 
papers were very widely distributed. 
The paper was beautifully — illus- 
trated and was well worthy of preser- 
vation. Altogether, the Forty-Second 
Anniversary was pronounced by every- 
body, a complete and unquallified 
success. 

Our paper was content to 
its honors,” for a period of several 
years, and made no attempt to “cele- 
brate.” Quietly but energetically, un- 
romantically, but successfully, it pur- 
sued itscourse.

In 1834, when the party of 
lowa Comumissionvers Went 1n a special 
car to New Orcleans, at the opening of 
the Exposition, a special edition of 'THE 


REPUBLICAN, called Toe DAILY 
LoWAN was issued on the train en 


rodte. Tue paper was alsu issued at 
the Exposition as a DAILY, with Mr. 
Frank Leonard and Mr. Harry Gregg, 
as Managing editors. Both of these 
ventiemen have achieved distinction in 
the newspaper field since that time. 
Tne editions of THis REPUBLICAN 
issued last December, illustrating the 
C., R. L. & P. railway from Iowa City 
to Chicago and the Baltimure & Olio 
railway, thence to Washington, and 
the distribution by the latter company 
of 23,000 copies of the edition along its 
lines, the unique edition published last 
year when our people vi ited Water- 
loo and the special morning DAILY 
REPUBLICAN, last August distributed 
tuo the 1,800 people who went from lowa 
City to Burlington, are too well re- 
membered to now need special notice. 

such isa brief suunmary of the his- 
tory of THE REPUBLICAN, Lt has had 
a Varied experience, but we are pleased 
to state that it is now on a solid, sub- 
stantial basis. It tries to merit the 
hearty support of its patrons and it 
hopes that during the next halt cen- 
tury, or even longer, ib will continue to 
be tne lead.ng paper of Lowa City and 
Johnson county.

“THE REPUBLICAN’S” EDITORS.! Burns, Lawrence, 928 Covk. 


It seems very appropriate, in the 50th 
Auniversary edition of Tae ReeuBii- 
CAN, to have some expression from the 
living ex-editors of the paper, and a few 
words by the present editor may not be 
amiss. Fifty years, in these busy days, 
are hot a lung time, and yet very few 
of the men why directed this paper are 
on the hither side of. the mystie river. 
We took special pains to get communi- 
cations from all of our living prede- 
cessors and are pleased to know that 
we have partially succeeded. ‘The ar- 
ticles contributed follow herewith, to- 
gether with an excellent introduction, 
on the editors of Lowa City since 1856, 
by Dr. Frederick Lloyd, himself a 
graceful editor as well as a most skill- 
ful physician and surgeon anda model 
citizen. 

The present editor of TH& REPUBLI- 
CAN, has been a resident of Lowa City 
a little over twenty-five years. Early 
evincing a taste for journalism, we well 
remember in 1868, how Editor Brainerd 
eyed us for being so much about the 
printing oflice, and how we, a fourteen 
year old boy, helped the “devil” carry 
the WrrkLy REPUBLICAN around 
lowa City. The same year we entered 
the University, and our pencil was 
busy on the local columns of THE Ke- 
PUBLICAN in the University notes, 
week after week, and until the 
close of a University course, in 1874, 
We were On the staff of the University 
Reporter. 

In addition to work done on the city 
papers, including one summer as 
“local” on the then Daily Press, we sent 
from the city regular letters and tele- 
grams to the Chicago aud other metro- 
politan dailies, and to the leading state 
dailies. As an illustration of what 
could be done then in journalism by a 
student, we find by an old memo- 
randum book, that we were paid by 
the various newspapers for which we 
worked, from the age of 14 to 20, an 
average of $120 per year. When 16 
years old we secured from the Board of 
Regents a contract to write four daily 
letters of a column each, during com- 


mencement, treating of the exercises 


and the institution, which appeared, as 
our scrap book will show, in all of the 
dailies and most of the weeklies of the 
state, and for which we were paid by 
the regents $25. ‘These letters were 
manifolded. This was an excellent ad- 
vertisement for the school, and should 
be continued. It was dropped when 
we left lowa City iv 1874, to take a po- 
sition on the Davenport Gazette. A 
year or so there, aud we were back on 
Tie REPUBLICAN, a love for the old

litical question, never haying given 
mature thought to polities, we found 
our coleague, like ourself, raised ina 
democratic family. We were appointed 
to defend republicanism. Well we re- 
member the two weeks investigation, 
and well do we know how deep into our 
heart sunk the conviction that the 
party inaugurated to oppose the ex- 
tension of slavery, to protect our ma- 


‘terial interests, the party to intervene 


between national supremacy and na- 
tional disintegration, the party to save 
the Union and to restore the divided 
sections, was the party to espouse and 
the party we did espouse and have ever 
since supported. 

In this connection it is only proper 
to say that few people know how bit- 
ter have been the attacks that have 
come upon those who, born in one 
party, early espoused the cause of an- 
other party, these attacks coming 
mainly from those within our own 
ranks, and principally because family 
ties bound us te those who clung to the 
party we abandoned at the threshold of 
our manhood, 

Surely the reader will pardon us for 
so much that is personal, for we feel 
the semi-centennial of Tam REPUBLI- 

CAN will be read long years after we 


shall have passed away. As we have | 
invited our predecessors in the editorial | 
chair to express themselves freely, why | 


should undue immodesty be attributed ' 
to us for being free in matters that on 
any other occasion than this might be 
considered as too personal ? 

Retracing our steps for a short time, 
and endeavoring to give our readers an 
idea of the editorial management of 
Tie REPUBLICAN from 
' point in 1840, we feel safe in dating our 
actual connection with Tite RereuBLi- 
CAN, in various capacities, from 18638, a 
period of twenty-two years. We bought 
an interest in it in 1876, fourteen years 
ago, and assumed the editorship in 
1880. 

‘Ten years, then, of Tie REPTBLICAN’s 
fifty, have been almost exclusive under 
the management of the present editor. 
During twelve years preceding we were 
more or lessemployed, in every capacity 
on the paper. 

Of the preceeding editors of Tite 
REPUBLICAN, we have had the good 
fortune to meet some of them person- 
ally. The founder, Mr. Wm. Cram, 
we were well acquainted with. Nota 
man of great literary attainments, we 
well remember him as a typical busi- 
ness man. We knew him in his latter 
days, when business cares surrounded

and perplexed him and we could not 
help but admire his sterling qualities. 
From what we saw of him, and what 
we heard of him, he was in all respect 
a most industrious and an honest man, 
a good writer as well as a good driver 
of a bargain. Like most pioneer editors, 
he could write an editorial, buy a load 
of grain or direct a political convention. 
Ile had his enemies itistrue, but who 
has not? Those who knew Wm. Crun, 
the founder of Tite REPUBLICAN, and 
knew him best, will agree with us and 
render to him a verdict on his life that 
will stand for all time to come, and 
writing now on this fiftieth birthday of 


years yet unborn, we predict that this 
paper will yet attain that age and dis- 
tinction when the founder and his suc- 
cessors will be the subjects of many 
articles in these columns and elsewhere. 
Of the editors and proprietors from 
Mr. Crum in 1840 to Dr. S. M. Ballard 
in 1848, we know but little personally. 
Mr. Lathrop, who came along soon 
after, still is with us, a beloved citizen, 
and like Mr. 
speaks for himself. 
is still with us, and gives us a brief 
article.

With pleasure I respond to a request 
to furnish a short retrospect of my ac- 
quaintance with the Iowa City editors 
since my arrival here, thirty-six years 
ago, butas itis wholly from memory 
Ibeg you will not exact from me, 
absolute accuracy. 

When I eame here in July, 1854, I. 
W. Lathrop was about succeeding 8. 
M. Ballard as the editor of the whig, 
or rather opposition organ, Tik RE- 
PUBLICAN, the paper that is now under 
your able control, and Richard H, Syl 
vester was the editor of the Deimocrat- 
ic paper, the Jovwa Capitol Reporter, the 
predecessor of the Stale Press. 

Upon Lathrop’s strength and ability 
as a writer, in the diversilied ranges ot 
politics, agriculture, history and gen- 
eral literature, I will not dilate, as he 
will eloquently speak for himself in 
your Semi-centennial IJdition. Syl-

He is now the editor of the Washington 
City Post, looking no olMer eight years 
ago than when here writing horse- 
nettle paragraphs agiinst the Republi- 
cans. 

In 1856 John Teesdale came here 
from Columbus, Ohio, where he had 
been a whig editor, and purchased THe 
REPUBLICAN, the Republican party 
having by. this time taken form. He was 

-an excellent editor and estimable gen- 
tleman of English nativity, but his low 
stature and whining oratory did not 
commend him to theable bodied young 

Repuvlicans. Ilelived in the house 
where Col. Morrow now resides, re- 
modeled and beautified since then, and 
to gain what isnow the basement, a 
flight of steps had to be ascended, 
showing the geological changes on 
that part of the earth’s surfaza under 
the plastic hands of the street commis- 
sioners, It was LeGrand Byington who, 
in one of his matchless political har- 
angues, incomparable for irony and 
ridicule, nick named ‘Teesdale “the 
little Teeswater,” a punning by-play on 
his name and nativity in association 
with the Eaglish strain of cattle so 
designated. Withal, Teesdale put the 
Republican party of this county into 
an aggressive organization before his 
departure for Das Moines to take the 
oflice of State Printer and start the 
State Register. We died years ago at 
Mount Pleasant. 

In 1857 George H. Jerome and L A 
Duncan succeeded Teesdale in editing 
Tie REPUBLICAN. Jerome had a very 
social nature and Dunean in this re- 
pect was like into him. A regular 
Damon and DPythias friendship sprung 
from their business association, and 
after disposing of their interests here 
after the war, upon the return of Dun- 
can from the field where he had served 
as adjutant of the 40th Lowa, they re- 
moved to Niles, Mich., where they 
edited the Republican of that place till 
Jerome became Fish Commissioner, 
when their partnership ceased, Duncan 
continuing the management of the 
Republican to the present time, having 
also been rewarded torlong and faith- 
ful party service with the postimaster- 
shipat Niles. Jerome, a few years ago, 
dropped dead at the door of his mag- 
nificent mansion at Niles, without 
Warning or prevision. 

At the begiuning of the red-hot pres- 
idential campaign of 1860, Jerome & 
Dunean, both good writers, but so 
gentle of heart and manners as to shrink 
from any violation of the ameni- 
ties, kept up a desultory fire through 
The Republican against the Democratic 
local adversary, Sylvester’s Capitol Re- 


mind upto the hour of going to 
| 


Wm. Penn. Clarke, then at the head of 
our Bar, impacient with the methods 
of Jerome, induced Ed Harrison, the 
owner of the Capitol Reporter, Sylvester 
being only employed on salary as edi- 
tor, to apostatize his paper to Repub- 
licanism and turn its guns upon the 
Democracy. Kid. Harrison and his twin 
brother Kc., as much alike as the two 


Dromios, had owned the  Leporter 
together, till Ke. had been elected 


Sheriff, when the latter relinquished 
his interest to his brother. 

When. Ec. was nominated for. the 
shrievalty, Gilman Folsom, who was in 
the Democratic nominating conven. 
tion, made some fun by feigning to be 
ignorant which Harrison had been 
nominated. 

When Venn. Clarke had secured The 
Reporter, he cast about for editors. He 
wanted slashers. Jerome & Duncan 
made him tired with their mild man- 
ners. LL. D. Ingersoll, a brilliant, roam- 
ing, “Bohemian” Republican , writer, 
who hadachieved a Western reputa- 
tion as a caustic partisan writer under 
the nom de guerre of Linkensale, was 
secured as the chief-and senior editor, 
but as he was a stranger here, and 
Clarke thought a resident of the city 
should be associa‘ed with him, my 
name was announced as the “Associate 
Editor,” Clarke himself writing ~many 
of the principal and best leaders. I 
studied Jerome as my model, but 
everything I wrote made somebody 
mad—and [ have some of the marks on 
me yet. Then Linkensale would slash 
away,and they would lay if to me 
again. Aftersome months spent in 
dodging round corners and abruptly 
crossing streets to avoid passionate- 
looking ,people, 1 told Clarke that 
while I was immoderately fond of edi- 
torial work and revered the partisan 
newspaper as the base of all our in- 
stitutions, I did not think exercising 
the functions of associate editor was 
my forte,and I have never changed 


press. So ltendered my resignation, 
which was accepted, and soon after, 
The Reporter, having fulfilled its mission 
was suspended.

dashing off page after page of manu- 
script in a large hand as plain as copper 
plate, with few erasures or interlinea- 
tions, but [do not think he ever de- 
scended to rhyme, He contributed 
works of lasting benelit to the State 
and country, the best known vf which 
is “lowa and the Rebellion,” a history 
of the lowa regiments, which will 
form an enduriag monument to his 
meniory, 


Theday following the battle of Luka, 
as surgeon of the lbth Lowa, I found 
when wwe entered tne city at the luka 
Springs Hotel, used as a hospital, 
among the wounded, a dying young 
seldier of the Lith Onio battery, and 
was struck by the resemblance he bore, 
especially in the projecting upper front 
teeth, to Linkeasale, but didnot know 
till long afterwards that he was Link- 
ensale’s brother, to whose memory 
“Towa and the Rebellion” is dedicated. 
Ingersoll, after an honorable and use- 
ful career, died of Consumption at VCol- 
orado Springs, Col vrado, in September, 
1879. 

‘The newspaper caimpaign of 1860, in 
Iowa City, was a bitter, three-cornered 
tight. J. G. Sperry was then making an 
enviable record in the ollive of ‘Treas- 
urer as an exact and upright county 
official, and his sytnpathies being with 
the Reporter, he gave it the delinquent 
tax list to publish, which led toa_ per- 
sonal altercation between hisself and 
Jerome in the Treasurer’s ollice. This 
was humorously described by the mer- 
ciless Sylvester, referring to Jerome, 
who was a fat and portly man, as “tne 
robust editor,’ atitle which clung to 
him to the end, aud which he seemed 
to rather enjoy. 

Jerome & Duncan transferred THE 
REPUBLICAN to N, Il. Brainerd. This 
may be regarded as providential for the 
Republicans, tor [ know of no one who, 
by dignity and strength of manly 
character as well as by force of rhet- 
oric, Verbal aud written, could so well 
have coped with the precocious young 
viant, Johu VP, Irish, the successor of 
sylvester in 1863 as editor of the State 
Press, aud who as editor, orator and 
legislator, has made a deep impress 
on the history of the State. Whatever 
Brainerd wrote on any agitating sub- 
ject was copied and generally adopted 
by his volleagues throughout Lowa, and 
drew the fire of Gotnment trom oppo- 
sition journals; and when a confused 
public meeting was in an uprear of 
disagreement, a few calin, plain) words 
from him often cleared away the clouds 
of discord, as the rising Sun dispels a 
fox. Brainerd later associated 
‘himself James LL.C. Wilson, a forcible

writer, and sagacious, politician and 
their differences led to Lrainerd’s re- 
tirement in 18/77, and the accession of 
Samuel D. Pryce to the editorial tripod 
in connection with Wilson. 

Pryce & Wilson conducted THe ReE- 


‘PUBLICAN With spirit aud enterprise, 


and finally guided itinto the haven of 
its present safe anchorage—a joint 
stock company. Whatever VDryce 
Writes is read with avidity, which is 
the best criterion of merit. 

Reference should be made to a liter- 
ary weekly paper, Zhe Star, published 
in 1856 for a short time and edited by 
John Kennedy. Its principal contents 
was a story entitled “Lilly, or the 
White Slave.” The paper came to an 
end before the tale was finished. 

In 1869 and 1870, Ballard published 
the Daily Tribune, with Sanford W. 
Huff as editor. It was a sprightly and 
enterprising paper, but the effort to 
establish a daily publication was pre- 
mature. [luff was a good writer. He 
died in Sigourney about eight years 
ago. 

Under the former organization of our 
State Historical Society, the cor- 
responding secretary was ex-officio 
editor of the Annals of Jowa, a quarterly 
magazine, published at Iowa City. The 
first editor was Samuel Stors Howe, in 
1863, the next Theodore 8. Parvin, 1864 
and 1865, the next the undersigned, 1866, 
the next Sanford W. Huif, 1867 and 1868, 
the next the undersigned again, 1809, 
"70, 71, 72, 73 and ’74, when it was sus— 
pended. In 1884 the work was revived 
with the title of The Jowa Historical Ree- 
ord, under the editorial supervision of 
the undersigned, and as such is trimes- 
terly issued, M. W. Davis, as Secretary 
of the Society, being its business mana- 
ger. 

This brings us down to the present. 

If 1 should pay the tribute of deserved 
compliment to the present editorial corps 
of our city, H. 8. Fairall, LU. H. Fairall, 
Jacob Reizenstein, A. J. Hershire, John 
Springer, John M. B. Letovsky, Max 
Ottto, and the editors of the Widelte- 
Reporter, which inclination prompts, it 
would savor too much of flattery to be 
pronoanced in their presence with pro- 
priety, and far exceed the limits of the 
space you have alloted me, 
In all the links of the chain of history 
of Cui REPUBLICAN within my remem- 
brauce, Some long, some 
single, some double, each addition seems 
to me to have strengthened it, till now, 
with its manifold strauds made taut by 
thousaads of upholding hands, its per- 
manency seems assured beyond perad- 
venture. 
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MR. LATIIROP’S REVIEW. 

During the latter part of the six years 
from 1848 to 1854, that Dr. Ballard had 
Tre Repusican, it was edited by Rush 
Clark, then a tising young lawyer, or 
perhaps astadentin his brother’s law 
office, at an editorial salary of five dol. 
lars a week. In the spring of the latter 
year I purchased a half interest in the 
establishment, and the Doctor gave the 
other half to his oldest son ‘Tom,’ and 
fora little more than twe years it was 
published by the firm of Billard &  La- 
throp. 

When I ascended the tripod, the State 
was in the last year of its era of. ‘sod 
corn” politics, when the Damacratic 
code of politics was ‘hard money,’’ and 
the Democratic rule of practice was 
“hard times.” It was the last Democrat- 
ic Governor’s last year. The circulating 
medium was gold and silver for the 
officers, and Nebraska shinplasters for 
the people. The former we used to pay 
taxes and the latter to buy bread and 
pay newspaper subscriptions. During 
these two years the prond old Whig 
party was going to pieces, being divided 
into two factions, known as the Silver 
Greys (pro-slavery) and Woolly Heads 
(anti-slavery). After the State coaven 
tion that nominated James W. Grimes 
for Governor, it had not vitality enough 
left to call a State convention, to pat in 
nomination a State ticket, to be voted at 
the April elecéion in 1855, and the Whig 


members of the legislature resolved 
themselves into a State convention and 
bronght out a State ticket. 

Upon the decadence of the Whig 
party, the Kuow Nothing ‘party got a 
foothold here, lived a short tine and 
diel an untimely death. It elected 


municipal offivers in a few eities, but the 
only State election it took part in was 
that of April 1855, and all it did then 
Was to indorse the Whig ticket, which 
it did at a meeting of the State Council 
ofthe Order held at Muscatine, 
About this time the Legislature began 
to bring the laws into immediate ellect 
by publication in the newspapers, and 
over four hundred dollars were added to 
Tie REPUBLIGAN’S exchequer for pub- 
lishing the laws passed at one session. 
When [ took charge of the office it 
was up Stairs in the east room of the old 
Walter Batler Capitol building, standing 
then just east of Whetstone’s drag store, 
thence it was moved inte a one story 
building ou Dabugque street, on the site 
of Cochran’s stove store. I recollect 
while sitting at my writing table on an 
inverted nail kez, one of the divans at 
that tame, being called upon by the late 
General Fitz Henry Warren, who was 
then a candidate for United State Sena- 
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tor, fur the purpose of enlisting THE 
REPUBLICAN in his favor, but THE RE-

MR. BRAINERD’S REIGN. 


The editor of Tie REPUBLICAN de- 
sires me to furnish a sketch of my con- 
nection with the paper for the Semi- 
Centennial edition about to be issued. 

In November, 1863, G HH. Jerome, 
then owner of the REPUBLICAN, pro- 
posed to me to purchase his paper. I 
laughed at him. “I purchase a paper ? 
What do I know «bout conducting a 
paper? Never had any experience in 
such work!” “Well,” he said, “you can 
run one.” IJ was then Military Secre- 
tary to Goy. Kirkwood, whose teri of 
oflice would expire in January follow- 
ing and I would be at liberty. 

I thought the matter over and de- 
cided that I could at least try, and I 
bonght it for three thousand dollars. I 
became its owner December Ist, 1863, 
but did not enter upon its conduct un- 
til the middle of January, 1864. I took 
hold of it, I must say, with trepidation, 
but was much surprised to. find how 
readily I got hold of it. That my con- 
duct of the paper was favorably re- 
ceived I had abundant evidence in the 
patronags givenme. Subscriptions, ad- 
vertisements and job work came in 
most liberally, and the cash receipts 
were far beyond my anticipations. I 
conducted the paper through a most 
momentous period of our history. It 
took inthe last year and a half of the 
war of the rebellion and the reconstruc- 
tion period, covering the time from 
December Ist, 1863, to October Ist, 1874. 

No equal time in the history of the 
country was so filled with great events 
that made their impress on the history 
of the world. At the beginning of this 
period Grant had just defeated the reb- 
els at Chattanooga, which was the be- 
ginning of his mighty movements for 
the final crushing of the rebellion. 

The winter following was devoted to 
preparations, and the spring witnessed 
the hosts of Sherman on the march for 
Atlanta, and of Grant for Richmond.

And what marches were these! ‘The 
tracks of both armies were in blood 
and slaughter, and the lives of a thous- 


and men were of small account. The 
slaughter went on until in April, 1860, 
Lee surrendered, the rebellion was 


crushed, slavery was dead, and the na- 


tion free! But the spirit of slavery 
and rebellion must have one more 


costly sacrifice in its death, and the 
great president must be the victim! 
The world has never witnessed greater 
events than these, and it seems as if it 
never could again. In my conduct of 
the paper I followed my own judgment. 
Some thought I was too independent 
and would not take advice. I was ever 
ready to hear advice from any one and 
submit it to my judgment, and so far 
as that approved, I would follow, but L 
must decide for myself. I was respon- 
sible for the voice of the paper, and not 
another. JI discussed all questions as 
they arose with perfect freedom, and 
left no doubt as to the position of TH 
REPUBLICAN upon public matters. I 
was cautioned against so free com- 
ments upon popular evils, but L could 
find no warrant for silence when I 
thought the public welfare demanded 
plain speech. I conducted the paper 
alone over seven and a half years, 
then took a partner. This action den- 
onstrated that a partnership, with the 
partners at outs, is a hard ship to sail. 
Three years of this sailing proved un- 
satisfactory, and I sold out, on contract 
for settlement and security for what 
might be found due me. 

At the end of an arbitration and long 
litigation I recovered over six thousand 
and three hundred dollars. Thus ter- 
minated my connection with the lowa 
City REPUBLICAN October Ist, 1874. 

My relations with my patrons were 
very cordial and pleasant, and friend- 
ships were then formed which will last 
while life lasts. Many of these patrons 
have gone to their last rest, and the liv- 
ing have made a long stay on the way 
since we parted company, sixteen years 
ago. 

May our last days be our best days, 
and our end, peace.

election of a citizens ticket, completely 
vanquishing the democratic clans. The 
second was the county campaign of 
1875, which resulted in the election of 
the republican senator and two repre- 
sentatives, ITon’s. EK. Clark, Rush 
Clark and Chas. McCune, and six out of 
the eleven of the county ticket. ‘This 
was a great victory over the democrat- 
ic party, who had been having things 
their own way, electing their candidates 
by 600 to 700 majority. Mr. Trish, our 
then competitor of the Press, with an 
eye to more practical politics, won the 
“baggage train” and the county patron- 
age, by very small and meagre majori- 
ties. The writer was then chairman of 
the county central committee and can- 
vassed every voting precinct in the 
county. The republicans were alive 
with zeal and went into the fight to 
win, or die scaling the ramparts of the 
enemy’s works, The organization was 
most thorough in every school district 
and was the result of three months of 
incessant hard work. The success was 
regarded by us as a personal triumph 
of our efforts tg inaugurate the new 
regime of THE REPUBLICAN with a re- 
publican yictory. Whether this was 
true or not, it was a bitter fight which 
I do not care to repeat. At all events 
history will record the fact that it was 
the first entire Republican representa- 
tive ticket elected before or since. I re- 
call the fact now with pleasure, that not 
a dollar was spent for boodle or corrup- 
tion. ‘The expenses werelargely borne 
by the editors of the paper, Mr. Wilson 
and myself. 

I revert to many pleasant recollec- 
tions in my newspaper experience, but 
the usual impression that editors live 
in brown stone fronts, eat quail on 
toast, and wash them down with cham- 
paign /rappé, is purely imaginary. The 
business is a hard and arbitrary task- 
master, with little oppulence and less 
peace of mind. While carping critics 
assail you and follow you like the in- 
fected breath of an epidemic plague, 
you are required to smile and look de- 
mure as the faun of Praxiteles. A 
good action is quoted in the market at 
a low rate of interest and ina low 
whisper. Donald Mitchell says in his 
bright reveries, as he pats the head of 
his dog Carlo, “Misery treads on the 
heels of joy and anguish rides swiftly 
after pleasure,” and blessed is the man 
who accepts such trials as measure the 
limit of human courage. The journal- 
ist must have the armor of a porcupine. 
A man with quick sensibility and un- 
happy intluence, with poor digestion of 
tife’s humors, will find the sanctum of 


the shoulder like Sullivan and follow 
up the blows with vigor and pertinacity. 
Ile should laugh with Bollingbroke,

Prince of Wales over a half million | 
annually, taxes the poor to bombard 

the sand forts of Alexandria, and al- 

lows a hero of Balaklavato die in the 

poor house, The funeral oration of 

Pericles, over the dead Athenian sol- 

diers who fell on the field of Marathon, 

might be read with protit by the em- 

bryo soldiers of the republic. It would 

do more to fan the slumbering embers 

upon the altar fires of patriotism than 

all the buntiug in the country, ‘The 

Lodge force bill, a proposition to secure 

honest elections in every state, will 

probably become a law at the begin- 

ning of the 52d congress. Itis simply 
a measure to test the ability of the 
government to maintain its own integ- 
rity. It is a settled conviction that 
the South should no longer be allowed 
to represent a suppressed minority in 
the house of representatives. Upon 
such yital questions as silver coinage 
and civil service reform the republican 
party stands pledged to greater volume 
of currency, and the liberation of the 
people from the tyranny of partizan 
politics. 

Great problems of state will be decid- 
ed before the centennial of the Lowa 
City REPUBLICAN, Ideas and institu- 
tions will be changed. ‘The conilict 
between capital and labor will be settled 
on principles which will recognize the 
rights of the poor and lowly to a voice 
in the division of that which is the 
common heritage. It will come by evo- 
lution not revolution.

gress and Poverty.” The government 
will own the railroads, telegraph and 
telephone lines as they do now in 
Austria-Uungary. Large centers of 
population will be governed by the 
state. It will be impossible to gerry- 
mander a city or congressional district. 
The President and U.S. Senators will 
be elected by popular vote. Municipal 
corporations will provide light, heat 
and fuel at cost,and public libraries and 
market places as they do now in the 
two best governed cities in the world, 
Glasgow and Birmingham. Church 
and state will be separated by laws as 
lixed as those of gravitation. The pub 
lic schools will be maintained in all 
their integrity «nd these will help settle 
the great conilict between civil and re- 


ligious liberty and ecclesiastical despot- 
ism. ‘This will probably be the skirmish 
line ofthe battle of Armageddon, the 
tussle between Gog and Magog. 

Dr. ‘Thomas recently said in a lecture 
before the “Patriotic Sous of America” 
Let not one‘dollar of public money go 
to any but the public schools and civil 
education; not a cent be purloined for 
the purpose of establishing ecclesias- 
ticism. Rather let ours be the land of 
unilied millions, of freedom, of a deyel- 
oped Americanism, of tolerance, of 
brotherhood, of the love of man and of 
God.” 

Kvery Democrat, every Republican, 
every lover of his country and her free 
institutions, should read and digest 
well, an editorial recently published in 
the ablest democratic paper in the 
north-west Z'he Chicago Herald entitled 
“False Democracy in Wisconsin.”

OUR CITY AND COUNTY. 

We have been thus far writing about 
some of our business men. Just here 
it is appropriate to say something of 
Iowa City and Johnson county, and 
fortunately, we have an excellent 
artide by Mr. Mathew Cavanagh, Secre- 
tary of the Iowa City Improvement 


Company, alive organization, that 
covers the ground completely. Of the 
Association we speak elsewhere. Mr. 


Cavanagh says, and we quote from him 
liberally: 

In 1816 Iowa became a State—being 
the thirtieth star to enter the glorious 
constellation of States of the Americen 
Union. 

But while she is number 380 in the 
order of her birth into the shining 
sisterhood, and all her growth has been 
made within the memory of men who 
are still in their prime, she occupies a 
proud position to-day in all things that 
make a great State. While she is thus 
comparatively young, and’ while seven- 
teen of her sisters are greater than she 
in territorial extent, she stands first in 
the production of swine, and of that 
king of the cereals—Indian corn; second 
in the number of milch cows and cattle, 
in the growth of hay and oats, and in 
the value of her horses, and second, 
also, in the length of her railroad lines, 
and what is better than all else, she is 
second to wove in the thrift, sobriety, 
intelligence and virtue of her people. 

Tler public schools are, at least, equal 
to any in the land. Iowa devot¢s 
$6,000,000 a year to education. Tor the 
purposes of higher education she has 
more than thirty colleges, besides her 
great University and Agricultural 
Jollege. And while she has all these 
she enjoys the prod satisfaction of 
having paid for all. 

While most of her sister States are 
handicapped by public debts ranging 
froin $110,000 up to $385,000,lowa has no 
public debt to weigh her down. 

lowa occupies a very central geo- 
graphical position on the map of the 
United States, and is only a few hours 
distant, by rail, from Chicago in her 
commanding position at the heaa of 
the “unsalted seas,” which play such an 
important part in the transportation of 
products to the sea-board. She is an 
exceedingly well watered and well 
drained State, and her eastern and 
western boundaries are washed by 
mighty rivers —the Mississippi and the 
Missouri—whose waters flow by in per- 
petual invitation fo bear her teeming 
products to the markets of the world. 

But let us turn for a few moments to 
Johnson county, situated some 50 miles 
west of Rock Island, with the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacilie Railway running

lowa City has a fine water power 
which is unutilized to any great extent. 
Some years ago a furor came upon the 
people to engage in various manufac- 
turing enterprises, and as they had con- 
siderable money they organized severa 
mnanufacturing stock companies, and 
through want of experience in their 
manegement most of them failed to 
make money, the stockholders became 
discouraged and discontinued business, 
and some of the unproductive plants are 
standing idle to-day, only awaiting the 
advent in our midst of men of exper- 
ience and capital to ‘rekindle their ex- 
tinguished fires and set their wheels a 
whirring to make them a grand suc- 
cess. 

Ilouses and lots in Iowa City and 
farms are low in price for the reasons 
that there has never been anything like 
a boom here, and because in the mad 
rush for the farther west this county 
has been overlooked, and also because 
of the emigration of our own people, 
who were not exempt from the common 
mania for “cheaper lands” somewhere 
in the “wild and woolly west.” Many 
of these have experienced the truth 
there isin the trite saying that “You 
may go farther and fare worse,” and 
are returning and preparing to return 
to grand old Towa, and glorious old 
Johnson county, where a man can al- 
ways get three square meals a day, 
where hot winds never blast, where 
drouth never parches, and where too 
much rain neyer drowns the crops. In 
short, they are glad to get back to the 
country which is within the pale of the 
promise of the Almighty that “Seed 
time and harvest shall not fail.” 

That there must be a large advance 
in the prices of real estate in Johnson 
county is certain from all these consid- 
erations.

THE STATE UNIVERSITY. 

Edueation is the bulwark of our 
national independence, It is necessary 
for the preservation of those grand laws 
of freedom which govern this country 
that education shall rule supreme, and 
that the Goddess of Wisdom shall be 
welcomed to every household, and shall 
have an honored seat at every heurth- 
stone. Idueation is the maiustay of a 
republic, and. America, the grandest 
representative of democratic rule in the 
*world, owes her growth, prosperity and 
present high rank, to her elevated plane 
of civilization and culture. 

Among the great sisterhood of states, 
in honored position at the right hand of 
the queenliest of them -all, loved, 
honored and revered, stands our be:auti- 
ful State, lowa. The State University 
of Lowa, “Iowana!” ILow dear are the 
recollections that name brings to the 
minds of thousands of lawyers, physic- 
ians, teachers, business and_ profes- 
sional men and women in every walk 
of life, who have gone forth from the 
institution which Iowa City, above all, 
loves and labors for, our University. 
The name of alma gnater is a proper 
one. A “dear mother,” indeed, the 
State University of Iowa has been to 
the thousands of sons and daughters 
who knelt at her knee and imbibed the 
learning that has made them famous 
all over the State, the United States, 
and even the whole world. She has 
nurtured’ and cherished her loving 
children nobly, and to-day from every 
land and clime, from the highest posi- 
tions the people or government can 
give, from every sphere of usefulness, 
comes a pean for the alma mater, from 
honored alumni and alumnae, an 
anthem of praise and gratitude to the 
State University of Iowa, to whom 
they owe a debt that they feel can 
never be adequately paid. 

‘the University owes its birth to an 
Act of Congress, on July 20, 1840, when 
two entire townships were set apart and 
reserved for sale, for the use and sup- 
port of that institution. On February 
25, 1854, the Legislature passed resolu- 
tions in regard to providing for it, and 
on February 25, 1847, the General 
Assembly (which convened in Iowa 
City, November 380, 1846,) approved an 
act entitled, “An Act to Locate and 
Establish a State University.” ‘The 
University, despite several futile at- 
tempts to open it in 1854, when the 
Mechanics’ Academy was leased, and 
at other times, remained unborn until 
March, 1855, when it was _ partially 
opened for a term of 16 weeks. Between 
75 and 100 students attended. In 1858 
the fair sex was excluded by resolution. 


The Board of Education 
cember 6, 1858. This comprised the 
Lieut.-Governor, Governor, and one 
member from each of the 11 Judicial Dis- 
tricts. The “Act for the Government 
and Regulation of the State University 
of Iowa” was passed December 25, 
1858. In 185!) both sexes were admitted 
onan equal footing. On June 28, 1860, 
President ‘Totten’s plan for the com- 
pletion of organization was adopted. 
Six departments were established. On 
September 19, 1860, under the new 
regime, the University opened, and 
since then properity has attended our 
great school. The Law Department 
was established in 1868,and the Medical 
about September 17, 1868. The Homeo- 
pathic Department was founded by the 
Legislature, March 17, 1876. The Civil 
Engineering Department Was establish- 
ed June 21, 1876; the Dental Depart- 
ment in October, 1882; and the Pharma- 
ceutical Department in 1885. The Uni- 
versity is supperted by the State, which 
makes reasonably literal appropriations 
biennially. ‘These appropriations, how- 
ever, could be increased with great 
benefit to the institution. 

The advantages our University offers 
to the youth of the land, the young 
men and women who desire to com- 
plete and polish the education they 
have elsewhere received, are manifold, 
and each succeeding year sees new ad- 
vantages added, The already broad 
scope of the University is annually 
widened, and year after year the oppor- 
tunities for education-seekers are in- 
creased. At present, with greatly in- 
creased facilities, with new buildings 
already erected, and one especially fine 
one in the course of erection, the Uni- 
versity’s future seems bright indeed. It 
has entered upon an era of unprece- 
dented prosperity, as the great increase 
in attendance for 1890 proves. As we 
have just said, the University’s advant- 
ages are manifold. The varied and 
diversified tastes, talents and necessities 
of all classes of students are recognized 
and recognized effectually. 

As a whole, the institution, upon 
which our pen so warmly dwells, is di- 
vided into seven departments. These are 
the Collegiate, Law, Medical, Homeo- 
pathic Medical, Dental Pharmaceuti- 
eal and Civil Engineering Depart-

ments, each presided over by the 
most able and talented scholars and 
educators. 


The Collegiate Department offers five 
general courses of study, of four years 
each, to the student—Classical, Philo- 
sophical, General Scientific, Letters, 
Civil Engineering. All the numerous 
studies which form the curriculum of

learning are thorvaghly aad efticiently 
taught in each course, and the graduate 
in any course does not go forth into the 
world with a smattering of “this, that 
and the other thing,” but with a mind 
well stored with knowledge that will be 
of vast benefit to him or her in future 
life. The Laboratory work in Chemis- 
try is worthy of especial mention, as 
the drill and actual experience there 
obtained are of inestimable value to the 
student. The Civil Engineering course 
is intended, of course, to cater to the 
desires of the young men who wish to 
become expert surveyors and civil en- 
gineers. A rigid course of training in 
Mathematics, Draughting, Surveying, 
Ingineering, Bridge Designing, etc., is 
given and the graduates of the Civil 
Engineering course, year after year, 
step into the most responsible positions 
the world of mechanism offers. 

The students in the Collegiate De- 
partment are also permitted to attend 
the Law School, to study “Law Elect- 
ives,” thus paving the way very satis- 
factorily for a future course in the lat- 
ter department. The material equip- 
ments of the University, besides the 
Laboratories mentioned, are very fine. 
The Astronomical Laboratory, Museum 
of Natural History, Geological and 
Zoological collections, the Herbarium, 
Draughting Room and Engineering 
Equipment, and the splendid library of 
over 20,000 volumes, make a list of no 
mean merit. 

The Law Department,,in its two 
years’ course, aims and succeeds per- 
fectly in its efforts to fit the ardent 
disciples of Blackstone for the bar. 
The graduates of this department are 
pleading to-day, in every court in the 
land, and wherever great cases are won, 
or high honors accorded, there you may 
find a graduate of the Law Department 
of the State University of Iowa in the 
van. A law library of more than 4,000 
volumes increases the department’s val- 
ue most appreciably. 

The Medical Department affords am- 
ple opportunities to the young men and 
women of Iowa, and all other states, to 
perfect themselves in the noble calling 
Which alleviates the sufferings of their 
fellow-mortals. There is a course of 
three years (an increase of one year 
having been recently made.) The act- 
ual Clinical practice completes a course 
which permits the students to enter the 
arena of active.life well skilled in their 
chosen profession. 

The Ilomeopathic Medical Depart- 
ment does a grand work, also, in fitting 
students for professional labors and 
making of each student a physician of 
whom friend, family aud instructors 
may be proud. The course of instruc- 
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tion, as in the regular Medical Depart- 
ment is a three years’ graded course. 
The Surgical Clinie is held weekly, at 
the Hlomeopathic Hospital, and is most 
valuable, : 

The Dental Department fits its stu- 
dents, in a three years’ graded course, 
to perform the delicate duties of a 
dentist with perfect judgment and abil- 
ity. 

The Pharmaceutical Department pro- 
vides a thorough education to young 
and old desiring to become skilled phar- 
macists 

Altogether, the State University of 
Iowa is well equipped and provided for, 
and the progress shown each year indi- 
cates its high standing in the United 
States.

Jounting in the public buildings that 
are going up, it is safe to say that the 
past year and at present lowa City has 
put and is putting into improvements 
in the way of new buildings and remod- 
eling of buildings not less than $175,000. 
This is a conseryative estimate. It is 
only needed to take a look at the city 
to see what is going on in this direction. 
The sound of the hammer and trowel, 
and the music of the stone cutter have 
been and are. still being heard on all 
sides. Wagon loads of brick and lum. 
ber and other material are passing 
through our streets daily. With the

AN OLD SUBSCRIPTION BOOK. 

We have before us, through the 
courtesy of our predecessor in the edi- 
torial chair, Ifon. HW. W. Lathrop, a rare 
relic. It is the original book that con- 
tained the list of subscribers of Tite 
STANDARD, the forerunner of THe RE- 
PUBLICAN. It is a quaint document 
and contains many interesting facts. 
Ifome-made, it is a rough looking 
pamphlet. In 1846, the mail came by 
stage coach. The subscription book 
gives the following mail time table 
written on a fly leaf: 

Northern from Dubuque, by the 
Rapids, arrives at 9 A. M. and departs 
at 11 A. M. Morning mail by way of 
Ivanhoe arrives at 6 Pp. M. and departs 
at 6 A. M. Eastern mail arrives at6 
A. M. and leaves at 9 A. M., arrives 
‘Tuesday, Thursday, and Saturday; de- 
parts Monday, Wednesday, and Friday. 
Western to Marengo, at 6 Pp. M., Tues- 
day and Wednesday, departs at 6 A. M. 
Southern, from Marion, arrives Satur- 
day at Ivanhoe and departs Monday at 
12 noon.” 

Then comes the list of subscribers, 
Most of the names are well known even 
now but of those who still take the 
paper we notice: Thomas Combe, 
Jacob Stover, J. Kk. Strawbridge, Syl 
ranus Johnson, L.S. Swalford, E. Me- 
Donnell, J. A. Alt, Isaac Bowen, F. W. 
Ilemsted, J. 3. Hollingsworth, Jas. I. 
Robinson, E. F. Schenck, Julien Bromn, 
H. II. Ixerr, C. C. Cotfee. 

‘These are names of county subserib- 
ers. The list of readers in those 
early days was greater outside than in- 
side the county, and embrace the names 
of many of the most prominent men 
of early Lowa. 

The “exchange” list was a large one, 
as was natural in those days, showing 
The Tribune, in New York, The Repub- 
lican in St. Louis, Ue Gazette in Cin- 
cinnati, Zhe Journal in Louisville, 
The Journal and Prairie Farmer, in 
Chicago, U.S. Gazette in Philadelphia, 
ete., and in Iowa, Whe Lapress and The 
Tribune at Dubuque, Uhe Sentinel at 
Fairfield, 7’he Democrat at Keosauqua, 
The Hawkeye and The Gazette at Bur- 
lington, Z'e Statesman at It. Madison, 
The Register at Keokuk, and 7'he Gazette 
at Davenport. 

These “exchanges” give a good idea 
of the Lowa newspapers in 1846. Much 


other interesting matter is jotted down 
in the old subscription book, but space 
forbids further mention of it.

RECOLLECTION OF MR. DUNCAN. 
ANOTHER OLD EDITOR. 

Having lead a somewhat active life, 
and to which activity there is as yet 
no “et up,” I have but a brief hour 
in which to attempt to comply with 
your request.

The removal of the capital to Des 
Moines and the establishment of 
the State University in the old capitol 
building marked the beginning of my 
connection with THE REPUBLICAN. 
The growth in wealth, prosperity and 
usefulness of the University, you better 
than I can tell. "I well remember the 
first movement which led to the estab- 
lishment of the State*Historical Society 
and the deep interest taken in its 
organization by the late Rev. C. Billings 
Smith, who died a short time since in 
trand Rapids, Mich. I also have a 
vivid recollection of having sent to 
that society from Columbus, O., a six- 
teen pound log chain that was taken 
from the limbs of a likely young slave 
by some of the men of my regiment, 
the fourtieth infantry, and entrusted to 
ny care. Here was proof that the 
saying, “the chains oc uke was not 
a mere figure of speech, but a sad 
reality. 

The good taste, forsight, and public 
spirit of J. Warren Clark, made the 
barren block north of lowa avenue 
and east of Dubuque street, a beautiful 
shade you of to-day doubtless greatly 
enjoy. That park isa growing monu- 
inent to his memory. 

The rejoicing over the triumph of 
science on the completion of the first 
Atlantic cable hell on the University 
campus, seems of but yesterday; yet 
now there are nearly 1,000 submarine 
cables in active use. 

The red-hot contest within the 
ranks of our own political party be- 
tween the Kirkwood-E. Clark and 
Bob Finkbine faction on one side, and 
the Penn-Downey-Morris faction on 
the other, will be remembered as an 
enteresting episode in Johuson county 
politics by a few of the “old war 
horses” of the party. 

Nhe additions to the city of the old 
Atheneum building and the securing 


of cours2s of lectures and concerts, 
largely through the exertions of Frank 
W. Ballard and J. W. Stowe, occur to 
to me as pleasant days to the lovers of 
literature and music. 

I also remember with pride anil 
pleasure one black and rainy night, 
when with the late Col. Trowbridg., 
first Sheriff of your county, Col. W. 
Penn Clark and Hon, EK Clark, the 
writer paid a visit to old Johi Brown, 
“whose soul goes marching on,” at the 
house of the late Dr. Jesse Bowen, Ad- 
jutant General of the State, anil of th» 
wonderfully graphie events of his life, 
and adventures during the early Kan - 
sas trouble related by that liberty lov. 
ing old hero. One thing that particu- 
larly impressed me with the coolness 
and courage of that wonderful man, 
was his statement, that on one occas- 
ion he traveled and camped two days 
and two nights witha party of 
thirsty border ruflians, who were 
searching for him. It is negdless to 
say, that if he hal betrayed his identi 
ty the Virginians would have been 
robbed of the opportunity of his execu- 
tion. The result of that visit was the 
inauguration of a move that secured a 
box ear to be side tracked at West Lib- 
erty, in which John Brown and his 
party, who for some weeks previous 
had been in campin the Peedee set- 
tlement, were carried to Canada. Our 
party, however, were in total igno- 
rance of his purpose, to continue his 
journey to Harpers’ Ferry.

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PAPERS OF THE PAST. 

My preceding sketch of Iowa City 
Editors, will be less incomplete by the 
addition of a brief supplement supply- 
ing the names of some editors whose 
papers have become extinct. 


W. H. Ballard, who in connection 
with Sanford W. Huff, conducted the 
Tribune, finally amalgamated with Tirk 
REPUBLICAN, Was in no way connecte:l 
with the family of Samuel W. Ballard, 
a former proprietor of Ti REPUBLI- 
CAN. 

The first editor of the State Press, I 
believe, was James D. Templin, who 


was followed by George M. Van 
Hosen, assisted by G. W. Johnson, 


(nicknamed Gewhillikens Johnson,) 
with Jonn P. Given as business inan- 
ager. ‘Templiu died herein 1882. Van 
Hosen retired from the tripod in Sep- 
tember, 1861, raised a company, and 
entered Col. M. M, Crocker’s regiment, 
the 13th Iowa, as captain, was soon 
promoted to major, and fought gallant 
ly in Crocker’s famous Iowa Bri- 
gade for more than a year, when he 
resigned, Nine years ago, in the town 
of Glendive, Montana, then a frontier 
village, I learned of Van Ilosen’s pres- 
ence there, and hastened to the hotel, 
to find him gone, with the ink in his 
signature on the register still damp, 
He was then a judge of one of the 
higher courts of New York city. 
Given, who had been a gallant soldier 
in the Mexican war, removed some 
years ago to Indiana, where he is prob- 
ably still living. 

During the Presidential campaign of 
1856, D K Shaver published the Ameri- 
can, edited, at least in part, 1 think, by 
fasten Morris and John Henderson, in 
support of the candidacy of Bell and 
Evere’t.

Samuel Storrs ITowe, previously re- 
ferred to, issued a monthly, called 
Howe's Literary Advertiser, the first nym— 
ber of which appeared in May, 1859, and 
the last about six months later. 

The Daily Bulletin was .published 
by the Bulletin Printing Company. (An- 
drew Robertson and M. R. Jackson) for 
a couple of months in the latter part of 
1855. It was printed at the office of 
William Crum on Iowa Avenue. 
Crum died in 1880. 


The Antimonopolist was published in 
1873-4 by Jacob G. Sehorn, its name in- 
dicating its principles. In its editorial 
management he had_ the assistance of 
II. W Lathrop, James D. Templin and 
John Williams. Thetwo former have

; REMINISCENCES OF COL. J. IL. (. 


SEMI-CENTENNIAL EDITION. 
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ANOTHER FORMER EDITOR. 


Pasapena, Cau, Oct. 18, 1890. 
Iiprrtor REepuBLICAN: 


Republic, I shall give in chronological 
order the changes which occurred in 
Tri Repusiican during the period with 
which I was connected with it from 1871 
to 1879. 


I acquired an interest in and became 
associated with Mr. Brainard in the 
editorial management of Titk Rerusit- 
CAN in 1871, although I had_ previously 
been an occasional contributor to its 
coluinns while occupying an official po- 
sition at Washington. This partnership 
existed until 1874, when it terminated 
with the purchase of Mr. Brainard’s in- 
terest, an interest which was subse- 
qnently fransferred to Colonel 8. D. 
Pryce. Itis hardly proper for me in 
this article to allude to the causes which 
led to Mr. Brainard’s retirement from 
the paper. It is sufficient for me to say 
that irreconcilable differences arose 
whicn rendered eithef business or social 
intercourse between Mr. Brainard and 
myself utterly out of the question. 
While the intervening years may have 
softened the asperities engendered by 
the newspaper war which preceded and 
followed his retirement, they have not 
brought either apologies for the lurid 
invective employed in that controversy, 
a recantation of charges, or a reconcilia- 
tion, and the years to come are not 
likely to bring either of these, even if I 
should live to be as old as Mathuselah. 

Mr. Brainerd posessed many of the 
elements that go to make up a success- 
ful newspaper man. Hehad a thorough 
education, wide information, untiring 
industry, and was a forceful, logical 
writer. Uponall economic questions 
I regarded him as one of the best- 
informed men in Iowa. In his articles 
discussing the tariff question, he dis- 
played much ability and a surprising 
familiarity with the history of tariff 
legislation and the effects that followed 
every change in the liscal policy of the 
Government. He was unquestionably 
a strong writer, one not given to con- 
structing flowery sentence, but always 
expressing himself in a bold, vigorous, 
straight-forward manner. All through 
his newspaper career, he seemed to 
enjoy an encounter with his brethren 
of the press upon all economic qiues- 
tions and I cannot now recall any ins- 
stancein which he emerged from a 
contest in that particuiar field without 
great credit to himself, 

Colonel Pryce, who succeeded Mr. 
Brainerd, was without practical exper-

ience as a newspaper man, but he had 
required an enviable reputation before 
he had attained his majority as a ready, 
gracetul writer. His thrilling letters, 
descriptive of army life and reciting 
with glowing language and patriotic 
fervor, the heroic deeds of the brave 
boys, who with him, were struggling 
on Southern battle fields, for the su- 
premacy of law and order, are remem 
bered with pride by his friends and in 
many Johnson County homes are still 
preserved as part of the invaluable 
literature of that great war. 

Probably the most successful ‘period 
THe RepusiicaAN has ever known was 
during the two years Colonel Pryce 
was connected with it, During that) 
time the subscription list was very 
largely increased, nearly doubled. This | 
large addition of subscribers was owing 
chietly to the conceded ability aud per- | 
sonal popularity of the new associate | 
editor. It was during this period that | 
the Datty Repusiican was established. 
The Daily Press, then edited with 
marked ability by the -brilliant Lrish, 
in announcing the advent of Tire Dainty 
Repusuican greeted it with the declara- 
tion that the Daily Press had lived to 
announce the demise of a number a 
daily newspaper ventures in Iowa City, 
and predicted that in a short time it 
would publish the obituary of the new 
candidate for public favor. Within a few 
months after this prediction the Daily 
Press yielded the field to its infant rival 
and Tire Rerupiican still lives with 
every indication of being blest with ro- 
bust health. Althoagh Colonel Pryce’s 


connection with the paper was brief, 
covering about two years, he made an 
impression in the lowa newspaper 


world, and had he remained in the ed- 
itorial harness he would in my opinion, 
have stoodin the front rank of Iowa! 
His newspaper articles 
were written ,in a style always enter- 
taining, never dull or prosy, and oft 
times brilliant. Some of his articles 
were models of composition, containing 
literary gems which were given wide 
publicity by beimg reproduced in the 
columns of our exchanges. I regretted 
more than I ean tell his retirement from 
the paper. 

Mr. Fairall, the present able editor of 
Tre REPUBLICAN, succeeded ‘Col. 
Pryce, but relinquished his interest 
after a few months’ service to accept-a 
position onthe New York Tribune, a 
field open to few men and open to none 
who have not won their spurs. After 
Mr. Fairall’s retirement a joint half 
interest in the paper passed into the 
hands of W. F. Rogers and W. R. 
shields, the former a graduate of the! 


| pardon or, overlook. 
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University and the last named gentle- 
mana practical printer of rare skill 
who still manages with excellent 
judgement a mechanical department 
of the oflice. Mr. Rogers came into 
the paper without any newspaper expe- 
rience, but he rendered good service in 
the local department, He knew nothing 
of the art of stenography, but he was a 
rapid penman, and had a retentive mem- 
ory and could report iu detail and with 
great accuracy a speech, sermon, or lec- 
ture. The files of the paper bear evidence 
of his skill in this direction. He is now 
engaged in banking in Minnesota. 

In 1879 THE §REPUBLICAN became 
the property of a regularly incorporat- 
ed company, with Coi. Pryce as Tresi- 
dent'and W. I. Iiubbard as Secretary 
and business manager, This change 
occurrel inthe midst of an exciting 
political campaign, and I was prevailed 
upon by the editors to retain editorial 
control until after the election, at 
which time Welker Given, a brilliant 
writer, now on the editorial staff of the 
Chicago Z'ribune, § assumed editorial 
charge. I still retained an interest in 
the paper and remained fon the Board 
of Directors until the stock was pur- 
chased by Mr. Fairall, the present 
editor and by ownership of stock the 
leading proprietor, when my connec- 
tion with the paper ceased. I have 
siuce watched with much jnterest and 
satisfaccion the success of Tuk REPUB- 
LICAN, under the present management, 
and while the course of the paper has 
not always met my approval,it fas at 
no time received; from me unfriendly 
criticism. I appreciate as few men 
cau, the ditliculties under which a 
country editorjlabors.

A 
building is situated on the northwest 
corner of Dubuque Street and lowa 
Avenue, upon a lot 85x140 feet, owned 
by the association, ‘There were a num- 
ber of pencil sketches presented to the 
Board of Trustees by various architects 
and upon examination of these the de- 
signing of the building, preparation 
of the plans, and superintendency of 
construction was awarded to Charles D. 
Jameson, Professor of Kngineering. 

The building is 100 feet long and 64 
feet wide, with a basement coming 
seven feet above the grade line and 
two stories are above the basement. The 
material is of brick, the trimmings 
being of Arcadian brown stone. ‘The 
tower over the entrance is supported 
upon four polished red granite pillars. 
The building contains an assembly room 
60x60 feet in second story, with a 
gyimnasium of the same size running 
from the busement to the second story. 
In the front part of the basement are 
the bath rooms, dressing rooms, etc., 
in connection with the gymnasium. 
On the second floor are the numerous 
parlors and committee rooms, etc. 


The contract was awarded to Marcus 
M. Ifall, of Cedar Rapids, his bid being 
the lowest and something less than 
$21,000. This bid did not include 
steam heating or plumbing, which will 
bs let by seperate contract. 

The fund to build the elegant struc- 
ture was raised by contribution froin 
Ofligers and faculties of the State Uni- 
versity, from students and alamai, and 
the citizens of lowa City. Several 
prominent gentlemen id other parts of 
Iowa mate libsral. donations. The 
princely gift, and one that made the 
movement a success, was that of Mrs. 
©. D. Close, of ten thousand dollars. 
The Assistant Secretary of the Y.M.C.A- 
Mr. W. M. Parsons was ost energetic 
and with the local oflicers of the society 
pushed the work to a successful com 
pletion, 

No little credit is due Prof. C. D. 
Jameson, the architect, for the skill he 
has exhibited in giving us plans for a 
building that will be traly an o:nament 
to lowa City. 


THE NEW CHEMICAL BUILDING. 

Through the generosity of the 23d 
Legislative Assembly of the State there 
was an appropriation in the sum of 
lifty thousand dollars (50,000) to be 
used by the State University for the 
erection and equipment of new Chemi- 
eal Laboratories. About forty-two 
thousand (442,000) of this was to be 


. 
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used in the construction of the build 
ing and the remaining eight thousand 
dollars (8,000) to be used in purchasing 
the necessary equipments. 

It was decided to erect the new build- 
ing upon the University Park, which 
was donated to the University by the 
city council. The internal arrange- 
ment of the building was designed by 
Dr. L. W. Andrews, Professor of Chem- 
istry, in connection with President 
Charles A. Schaetfer, of the University, 
both of them being expert chemists. 
After the internal arrangements had 
been decided upon, Charles D. Jameson, 
Professor of Engineering, was appoint- 
ed the architect and superintendent of 
the work, with orders ®to make plans 
for the approval of the Board of Re- 
gents. The dimensions of the building 
are 145 feet by 110 feet. It consists of 
a high basement, sixteen feet in the 
clear. ‘The first story is seventeen feet 
in the clear, and the second story six- 
teen feet in the clear. Fourteen feet 
of the basement come above the grade 
line. The material of the building is 
brick, with VPortageered sand stone 
trimmings. The basement story to the 
water table is laid with rock-faced 
brick, the rest of the building being 
smooth brick 

The main laboratories are 100 feet 
long and 27 feet wide in the clear. The 
basement and first story are to be de- 
voted entirely to Chemistry, while the 
second story is to be devoted to the 
Pharmaceutical Laboratories. The lec- 
| ture hall is 38 feet high, has a seating 
capacity of about 400 students, and is 
built with raised seats. The building 
‘ig to be heated by steam. 

The contract price for the erection of 
lthe building, steam plant, with the 
"plumbing included, was a little less 
than $42,000. The contract was award- 
ed to Harry C. Smith, Contractor and 
i Builder, of Iowa City, his bid being the 
| Jowest that was received by the Board 
of Regents.

And 
we can say, without fear of contradic- 
tion, that.among them, not one build- 
ing is more firmly, safely, or attractive- 
ly built than those erected by Contrac- 
tor Ifarry Smith.

IOWA CITY'StFIRST RAILWAY. 

The Great Rock Island Route. 

This review of ‘Tm ReEPUBLICAN’S 
lifty years and therewith of lowa City’s 
history for the same period would be 
incomplete without a reference to the 
city’s, and indeed of the State’s first 
railway, and now beyond all doubt 
lowa’s greatest railway. Of course we 
refer to the Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific railway, so popularly known as 
“The Great, Rock Island Route.” In a 
recent issue of THE REPUBLICAN, [lon. 
II. W. Lathrop told in a most interest- 
ing manner, how “the railroad came to 
town” on the bitter cold night of Decem- 
ber 3ist of 1855, reaching the city late 
at night—for it had to be here by Jan. 
Ist 1556 under important building con- 
tract—and how the railway. people re- 
enforced by the whole town laid tem- 
porary ties and ras, enabling the ‘iron 
horse to reach lowa City promptly on 
time. There was shown then enter- 
prise and pluck, a determination to be 
“on time,” to let no obstacles interpose 
against filling its promises, and ever 
since, notably in these times, the same 
spirit otf promptness and desire to 
please the public, cbaracterizes the 
Rock Island. 

Mr. Lathrop also tells of the great 
banquet enjoyed by our people and 
many prominent people from abroad, 
including the Rock Island—it was then 
the M. & M. Ry.—oflicials. Ile might 
have gone on and told how the pioneer 
railway, having first of all railways 
crossed the Mississippi into lowa, push- 
ing on to Lowa City, never ceased until 
its rails touched the Missouri river. 


Great indeed is this world - wide 
known railway! Iowa is proud of it. 
“A Man” has only to look at the maps 
and see how this mighty corporation 
has reached out, taking Iowa into its 
many arms, stretching far to the
